13. A candidate who has passed the M.A. Honours School 
examination from the Punjab University under the semester 
system may reappear as a private candidate in a coursc/s he 
wishes to, with a view to improving his performance.

tion shall be 500 i.e, 2000 for all the four semesters. 

The exact marks allotted for each paper will be decided by 
the Board ot Post-graduate Studies, keeping in view the 
number of lectures /practlcals offered in each paper, 

9.3 The number of theory papers and practical^ as well as 
the distribution of marks, among theory papers, practical s, 
yiva-vnee, if any, and field work shall be given in the syllabus. 

10.1 The papers will be set jointly by the external and 
internal examiners (internal examiner is one, who has actually 
taught the course). 

10.2 Tho answer-books would be examined independently 
by the internal and external examiners. The average of the 
two awards would be taken as long as the difference between 
the two awards is not more than ten per cent of the maximum 
marks. In cases where the difference between the two awards 
is more than ten per-cent tUc scripts would be sent to the 
third examiner lor marking and the average of the two 
highest score would be taken as the final awards.

11.2 A student having once attended the course, may or 
may not attend the course afresh. 

11.3 A student who does not clear all the courses within 
one year of completing the attendance requirement of the 
fourth semester may be awarded M.Sc. (Pass) without a 
division, or may bq declared to have failed in the examination 
dependsng on the recommendations of the Board of Post- 
graduate Studies and approved by the Syndicate. 

12. The results will b’q tabulated and declared by the office 
of the Registrar.

(a) a degree in any faculty of the University obtaining 
not less than 45 per cent marks in the aggregate of 
the degro; examination. 

(b) M.A. or M.Sc. or M.Sc. (Honours School) degree of 
this University. 

(c) B.A. degree of this University through Modern 
Indian Languages and English only examinations in 
which cas? the aggregate of 45 per cent marks shall 
be calculated, hy taking into acc.ount the marks ob- 
tained in English and the elective subjects taken 
together. 

(d) Diploma in Rural Services (3-year course) awarded 
by the National Council for Rural Higher Secondary, 
Ministry of Education, with not less than 45 per cent 
marks in the aggregate; 

(c) a pass in additional subject or subjects subsequent to 
obtaining B.A, /B. Sc. degree, in which case the aggre- 
gate of 45 per cent marks shall be calculated bv 
taking into account the marks obtained in English 
and any other two elective or additional subjects. 

(f) any other qualifications recognised as equivalent to 
either of (a) to (e) above, with not less than 45 
per cent murks in the aggregate. 

Exception. — 1. Tn the case of students belonging to Sche- 
duled Casles/Tribes and Backward Classes 
(excluding economically backward classes) 
the requirement of 45% marks shall be re- 
de e'ed by 5% provided they have obtained 
minimum pass marks prescribed by regula- 
tions. 

2. A person who has passed B,A./B.Sc. Exami- 
nation from Ihc Punjab University, Luhore 
before 1948, shall be exempted from the re- 
quirement of 45% marks. 
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2.2 A person who has passed B.A, examination and J.B.T. 
or equivalent Teachers Training course, with 40% marks and 
has been actually working as a teacher in a recognised school 
for at least three years shall be eligible to join the degree 
Course in Yoga Education. 

2.3 No one who is in employment ( whole-time, part-time, 
or honorary service ) shall be allowed to join degree course 
in Yoga Education without taking leave from his institution/ 
office etc. from the date of commencement of the academic 
session to the conclusion of this examination in practical exami- 
nation. 

3.1 A person who possesses the qualification laid down 
in Regulation 2, has been on the rolls of the institute/college 
affiliated, for the degree course in Yoga Education during the 
academic year preceding the Examination and produces the 
following certificat's signed by the principal /Director of the 
Institute/Collcge shall be eligible to appear in the Examina- 
tion : 

(i) of good character; 

(ii) of having undergone the course of training for tbe 
degree course in 'Yoga Education for one academic 
year at a Tnstitute/College affiliated for this exami- 
nation; and 

(iii) of having attended not less than 66 per cent of the 
lectures delivered in each subject. 

3.2 The Principal/Director of the College /Institute may 
condone shortage of lectures up to 5 lectures in a subject. 

3.3 A student who has completed, the prescribed course, 
but does not appear in the examination, or having appeared 
in the examination, has failed, may be allowed to appear in 
this examination as a late college student for two consecutive 
years without attending a fresh course of instruction. 

4. The amount of examination fee to be paid by a candidate 
shall be Rs. 56/-. 

5. The syllabus for the examination shall be as prescribed 
by the Senate from time to time. 

6.1 Internal assessment awards in respect of pait IT shall 
be recorded by the Principal /Director of the College/ 
Institute on, the recommendation of the teachci-in-charge 
during the training. The marks thus awarded shall be for- 
warded by the Principal to the University office ten days 
before the commencement of the examination in theory 
papers. 

6.2 If a candidate absents himself from any of the house 
tests held by the college for purposes of internal assessment 
the Principal /Director will have the authority to withhold 
or withdraw his name from the University examination. 

6.3 The University may appoint a.n Inspector to inspect 
the records etc. of the Internal assessment maintained in 
the various Institutes /Colleges for ensuring uniformity of 
standard. 

6.4 The marks awarded to a candidate in the Internal 
assessment shall be carried forward, at his option, when he 
is permitted under Regulation 9.1 to re-tjppear in a part or 
parts at a subsequent examination. The marks obtained by 
a candidate in Internal assessment shall remain valid, even 
if he remains absent in the external examination. 

7. The medium of examination shall be English or Hindi 
or Punjabi. 

8.1 The minimum number of marks required to pass the 
examination shall be ; — 

(i) Part I — 40 per cent in each papers. 

(ii) Part IT — 40 per cent (This part has only Internal 
Assessment) . 

(iii) Part 111—40 per cent. 

8.2 Tn order to qualify for sitting in the annual exami- 
nation a candidate should obtain at least 40 per cent of the 
internal assessment. 

9.1 A candidate who fails may be permitted to take the 
examination in the part or parts in which he fails. He shall 


pay a tee of Rs. 56/- on each occasion. The permission 
shall be subject to the following conditions : — 

(a) If he tails in Part 11 (Skill and Prowess) he will 
rejoin the College/Institution for a period to be determin- 
ed by the Principal /Director subject to a minimum of 
one month. He may, however, be allowed to take the 
examination in other parts. He shall have to pass in 
all the parts of the examination, including the session 
work, in order lo qualify for the Degree. 

(b) If he fails only in one paper of Part T, he may 
be permitted to re-appear in that paper at the supple- 
mentary examination and the next annual examination, 
provided he has obtained at least 20 per cent marks 
in the paper in which he has failed and 40 per cent 
in the aggregate of all the papers, Such a candidate 
shall pay a fee of Rs. 25/- which would be in addition 
to the fee charged for any other Part in which he was 
appearing. If he passes in that paper in either of those 
examinations, he shall be deemed to have passed the 
examination in Part I. 

9.2 A candidate who passes in Part III (Practice of 
Teaching) and/or Part II (Skill and prowess) but fails in 
other part shall not be required to Te-appear in Part II or 
Part 111, as the case may, be. 

10.1. The Registrar shall publish the result of the candi- 
dates as soon as possible after the termination of the ex- 
amination. Merit' list shall be prepared on the basis of 
marks obtained in Part I and Part III (external) taken 
together. The marks of Part II will be shown separately 
and will net be added in the preparation of merit list. Tn 
(be case of successful candidates the result shall indicate (he 
division in each pari separately in internal and external 
assessment as the case may be.

2. A person who has passed one of the following exami- 
nations shall be eligible to join the course : 

(a) Higher Secondary examination of the Panjab Uni- 
versity before 1970, or of the Board of School 
Education of Punjah/Haryana or of the Central 
Board of Secondary Education, Delhi (Students of 
Union Territory of Chandigarh only); 

(b) The Pre-University examination of the Punjab Uni- 
versity; 

(c) an examination of another University/Board 
recognised by the Syndicate as equibulcnt to (a) or 
(b), 

3.1 A person who possesses the qualification laid dowat 
in Regulation 2 and produces the following certificates signed 
by the Head of the Panjab University South Indian langu- 
ages Department or Principal of the college affiliated for the 
course, shall be eligible to appear in the examination. 
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(a) of good character; 

(b) of having been on the rolls of the Department / 
College during the academic year preceding the 
examination; and 

(c) of having attended not less than 66 per cent of the 
lectures delivered to the clnss, 

3.2 A deficiency in the required number of lectures may 
be condoned : — 

(i) Up to 15 lectures by the Head of the Department/ 
Principal of the College; 

(it ) Up to 25 leo.ures by the Dean of University Ins- 
truction on the recommendation of the Head of 
the Dcpartmcnt/Principal of the College. 

2.3 A person who possesses the qualification laid down 
in Regulation 2 and is permitted to appear in examination as 
a private candidate under the regulations for such candidates 
app.aring in the Pre-University (Humanities Group) exami- 
nation, shall also be eligible to appear in these examination. 
Such a candidate shall submit his admission form for the 
exum'nation through the Head of the University Department/ 
Principal of the College. 

3.4 A student who, having attended the prescribed number 
of lectures, does not appear at the examination or having 
appeared has failed, may be permitted, on the recommen- 
dation of the Head of the Dcpartmcnt/Principal of the 
college to appear at the examination as a private candidate, 
within a period of three years of completing the course. 

4. The examination fee to be paid by a candidate shall 
he Rs. 30. 

5.1 The examination shall be held in accoidance with the 
syllabus prescribed by the Senate. 

5.2 The medium of examination shall be the language 
concerned. 

The queslion papers shall be set in the language con- 
cerned and the candidates shall wri;e their answers in 
the languages concerned except the translation passage 
which may be in English. 

6. The minimum number of marks required to pass the 
examination shall he — 

(a) 40 per cent in each theory paper; 

(h) 40 per cent in the Oral; and 

(c) 45 per cent in the aggregate of (a) and (b). 

7.1 Successful candidates shall be classified, as under ; 

(a) Those who obtain 75 per cent or more the aggre- 
gate number of marks — First division with Dis- 
tinction. 

(.b) Those who obtain 60 per cent or more but less 
than 75 per cent oi the aggregate number of 
marks — First Division. 

(c) Those who obtain 50 per cent or more but less 
than 60 pier cent of the aggregate number of 
marks — Second Division, 

(d) Those who obtain less than 50 (ter cent of the 
aggregate number of marks — Third Division. 

7.2 The Registrar shall publish I he result of the examina- 
tion four weeks after the termination of the examination 
or as soon as possible. 

7.3 Fach successful candidates shall be granted a certificate 
showing the division in which he has passed. 

39, Regulations for Ph.D, Degree in Nursing ir. the Faculty 
of Medical Sciences. 

1.1 A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Phihophy 
in the Faculty of Medical Sciences should have obtained 
from this University, the degree of — 

(il Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery for 
Ph.D. in Medical subjects; or 
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(ii) Master of Pharmacy for PhD, in Pharmacy sub- 
jects; 

l, nil M.Sc. of special subjects such as Microbiology, 
Pathology, Pharmacology or an subject approved 
for the purpose by the University. 

(iv) Master of Nursing or Master of Science in Nurs- 
ing or Master of Public Health (MPH) with B.Sc. 
Nursing, each candidate must have registration as 
a nurse in India. 

1.2 The Faculty of Medical Sciences may however allow 
it person who has obtained the agree required in Regula- 
tion 1.1 from another University to supplicate for Ph.D 
degree. 

2. Every candidate shall pursue research — 

1. (a) for a Medical subject, in a Medical College re- 

cognised for Ph.D. degree; 

(b) for a Pharmacy subject, in the University de- 
partment of Pharmacy; 

(c) for a Nursing subject through a college of Nurs- 
ing recognised for Ph.D. Degree ; 

or 

2. at a centre approved for the purpose by tho Facility 
of Medical Sciences. 

3.1 A person who wishes to be accepted as a candidate 
for Ph.D. research shall, before starting research work apply 
through the Prineipal/Hcad of the Medical College/Collcgc 
of Nursing/University Department of Pharmaccuticul 
Sciences on the prescribed form of enrolment, with a fee 
of Rs. 50 whichi shall not be refundable except when he 
is found ineligible for enrolment in whoch case the fee may 
be refunded after a deduction of 25 pci cent. 

3.2 Application on the pi escribed form for enrolment shall 
be considered by the University thrice in a year as 
under : — 

(a) from July 15 to July 31; 

(b) from November 15 to November 30; and 

(c) fiom Mnrch 15 to March 31. 

3.3 A person who holds a scholarship awarded by the 
Panjab University, the University Grants. Commission or 
similar other body, and all teachers shall, on beipg enrolled, 
be exempted from the fee prescribed in this regulation. 
Other persons, on the enrolment, shall pay 'a lcc of Rs. 25 
per mensem to the University /Medical College/College of 
Nursing provided that exemption may be allowed in accor- 
dance with the rules as may be framed by Syndicate, 

3.4 Within six months from the date of enrolment, the
